JTames
Nmry, in regard to & loyal sermon preached by
the latier, who, Mr, Cnaxnnss alleged, was hired
by him for ten dollars, and who decelved him
by the tone adopted in his address. We then

sald:—

nevor gave dir NEILL oneocnt for his sorvices. Me.
NEILL i Dlessed with this world’s gooos to such an
extont a8 (o Lo sutirely beyoud the need of acoept.
i from any ono compensation for his labor. How
a rich man, and one wiho has iavisbed his wealth on
a good cause, Throughout the eniire war ho lns
atded the families of soldiers, and acted ke o oa.
iriotio otheem, while Mr. ComaMpEns was bowing to
tronson. and ta itly consenting to tas destruction ol
the nation,

Since the appesranee of the article trom which
we quote we have been visited by Mr. Coase
pers, and also by Mr. Neior, The former gen-
tleman reiterates his statement eoncerning the
hire, and has seen fit to give the fucts for publi-
eation to one of the journals of our city., We
have now, on onr part, but Lo repeat our former
assertion; ye!, at the same time, to do what
appears to be un act of justice to Mr. CHAMBERS.
We said that “Mr. Neint never received one
cent for his services,” and to that statement we
ares prepared to stand. At the same time, it is
due to Mr. Caaxpers to state that he gave Mr.
NetnL a certmin sum of monpey, the amount of
which 1 forgotien, which the recipient belleved
was all for Mr. McKsg, to whom he handed

it entire, It may have been the intoution
of Mr. Cnamsere that the money shououd
be divided; but the impression given &0

Mr. NeiLn was such that he handed over to Mr.
MoKpn. Hence Mr. CuavMpgrs never gnve Mr,
Nemuone cent for his services. In respect to
the sifensive word “hire,” we lave only to say
that it was totally misuscd by Mr, Cagannens—
whether wiltully or not, we do nol pretend to
say. Woneesres detines the word as moaning, *“To
engage 10 remporary service ior waees,” Now,
Mr. Cuampens did not engage Mr. Namn He
knew nothing of the request made to that
gentleman to preach i the Indepondent Charch.
The solicitation came [rom one of the trus-
tees, when it was declined by Mr. NutLy, as
he was unwilling o preschi in a pulpit from
which po sound of good chieer 1o our national
cause had ever ssued. He was then requested
to do so by the Trustees of the charch, When he
assented, then Mr. Craxpers called on him to
thank Lim, and 1o ask him to secure anoloer
minister to fill his pulpit next Sabbath. Mr,
MuKee was suggested, and Mr, CramMsens gave
the money to be hunded to Mr, MceKes, Such
18 Lhe state of the case as we understand it,

We  believe that My, Cnoausiins s u
good man morally, but o bad man politically.
He has been guilty of such llagrant inconsist.
ency that hie course reams absolutely amusing,
He stated in his recent sermon that his objes-
fion to the address of Mr. NEILL was that he was
unwilling to be the viebim ol & conspiracy, nnd
would pot have his pulpit male the forum of
bloody mew. In vegard to the conspiracy, we
have only to suy that the sermon preachel was
written and preacbed in February, Isil; anid
thal, in accordunce with the usual poliey of a
minister, he repeated it in aner years.

Then he spoke like & patrlot, sud Lis words of
fire cnused wany hearts o bury, sod a'l admired
the “War-horse” who was true to his coun'ry,
His words are a5 much in favor of wir and us
truly patriotic us those uttered by Mr., NuiLy,
and give absurdity to his siatement that he
never would let his pulpit favor war., It was
not his objection to war in the abstract, but it
wis o our civil contest, He would favor re
polling foreign invasions, but would let the
nation perish by the knife of the Inlernal wssos.
sin, Let him uot put it down to prineiple; it
Wias want of patriotism and a living sympathy
with the South that huve led to his objection,
It Mr, CoavssRs was u true man, as he pro.
femsed to be then, he would nut hold the position
In our commuuity that he does, [t fs because
he has deviated from the honored path that, In
Msappoiniment, indignation, and surprise, we
have watched and commented on his COurse,

In that same sermon, in 1859, he made a gul-
lant promise, m vow the most solemn which our
Christisnity can recogulze.

tradioted ils professions, anfl we have never, dur
ine the four years of deadly strugele against
treason, heard the anathema maranalia pro.
nounced. 1t has rathor beon a benediction than
w curse which has fell from Mr, Omaspuns’ lips,
We have sought moiely to sbow the difference
in his conduet in 1850 and smmoe the war, aond
we are convinced that bis oppoaition to the
words of Mr. Ngruy was not due to an abstract
abliorrence of war, hut 1o 8 hatred for any sym-
pathy which should be extended to our Unlon
armies, The fact, however, that a large numbes
of the members of his church requested the
address for publication, bears witness thut there
are ten righteo us men, at least, in Bodom.

Commencement of the European War,
Tug steamship Jura brings intelligence of the
formal commencement ot the great Baropean
war. We say *‘formal " for there has been an
artunl state of war ever sinoce Prussia took pos-
session of Holstein, The Federal Diet baving,
on the 14th of Juue, agreed 1o the Austrian pro-
position for the mobilization of the Federal
army, Prussia, agreeably to previous notice,
carried out her threat to consider it an aot ol
hostility on the part of those States which sup-
ported it, and on the following day commenced
the war by sending troops into Saxony and
Hanover,

A report, which is pot confirmed, however,
prevailed at Puos that an engagemen! had tuken
pince nt Leipsie on the 161h,

Prussin has issued a declaration to the areat
powers jusufying the invasioa, on the ground
that the decision ol the Diet on the 14th broke
up the Confederation, and that the law ol self-
preservation compelled Prossia to secure herself
against the neighboring States, in open or con-
cenled hostility; that she had previously offered
n conditional allinnce, which was rejected.

We thus have the immediate and ostensible
oceasion for the war, as Prussia gives it to the
world, Tt will be geen that it at once involves
all Germany, instead of merely including Praos-
gia and Austria. s grand and imposing pro-
portions may be realized when we consider that,
n& it now stands, il wvolves a population ol
over seventy mithons. I to this number we
ndd Italy, we have the tremendous total of
quite one hundred miilions of human belngs,
ull of whose resources and energics are noy to
be furned to the terrible work ol destruction
und death.  There has been nothing Lo compare
with it sinee tho days ol the elder BoNxavarre,

Europe has been so olten tought over that its
strategie points are well sedtled, We shall
nccordingly find the battles of the present war
ogcurring, inall probability, upon the old siwes
which bave so olten trembled beneath the tread
of the armed legions ol the great heross ol
hiztory.

Leipgic, where the first ensagemen! 15 re-
porled to have occurred, 15 the scone of thac
terrible three days’ battle in October, 1513,
where Navorgow, with 130,000 men, with4tood
the asenults of the allies with 260,000, until he
was linally overpowered and driven out of the
city, with the loss ol nearly haif his army.

The proximity of the Prussian and Austrian
arnmiies is such, and the anxiery on cither side to
sectie (he advantages of position and the pres-
tize of success so urgent, that a great battle
mugt be eloge at hand,

The Germnn Contederation.

Tur doings of the German Confeleration are
just now of so great imporianee with referounce
te the impending war in Euarope, that it may
be worth while to refresh the minds of our
readers with reference to the structure aud
functions of that unique associativn of Stutes,
The German Counfederalion is composed ot
thirty-cight sovereign and independent Siates,
The chief of these in extent and population are
a part of Prussia, containing a population ol
12,445,000: w part of Austria, population,
12,208,000; the Kingdom of Bavaria, 4,568,000;
the Kinzdom of Hanover, 1,819,000; the King-
dom ol Saxony, LUST,000; the Kinglom of
Wurtemburg, 1,783,000; and the Grand Duchy
ol Baden, 1,305,000, The total population of
the Coulederation, exclusive of Austrin and
Pruseia, is about 20,000,000, The ordinary
Federal srmy numbers 309,492 men, furnished
in proportionite contingents by the severa)
States, Abont 175,000 of these, however, are
furnished by Prussia and Austria,

The declared objeet of the Confederation is the
maintenance ol the security of Germany and the
independence and integrity of its respective
States. 1ls affairs are managed by a Represen.
tative Asssmbly, called o Diet, In this body
ench State has one or more votes, according to
runk, the whole number being sixty-nine.
Aunstria, Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hunover, and
Wartencburg have ench four votes; Baden,
Hedse-Ouseel, Hesse-Darmstadt, Holstein, and Lau-
enburg, Luxemburg, and Limbure, each threes:
Brunswick, Mechlen-Schwerin, Nassuu, twosand
ench of the other twenty-four States one vote
each., When it acts, however, ns the “Minor
Assembly,” or “Committes," each of the largor

Btates bus one vote, while the cight smaller
Stites wre grouped together and vote [rae
tionully,

It was in this Diet that, on the 11th instant
Austria moved for the immediate mobilization
of the entire Federal army; whereupon Prussin
notitied the minor Sintes that upon Lthe passage
ol such & messure she would regard the Con-
tederation ns at an end. Nevertheless, the moa-
suré passed. If Prossin acts sccording to her
threut, we do not see how she can avoid giving
Austrinthe support of all the other members of
the Confederation, It such should prove to be
the case, Austriw's proper military foree would
be incressed by over 200,000 men, while she
would enjoy other wdvautages from the co.
operation ot the minor States {hat woald tell
lnrgely in the struggzle, But it is not impro-
bable thut some of the minor States mayv be
speedily ocoupied by Prussia, and tl:--h: re-
sources turred Into her own ohannels. In the
cvent of a great war, such as this promises to
be, it is impossible to (oretell the complications
that may arige. Should Prussia prove sucoegs.
ful, she will probably absorb muny of the
gmaller States, thus inoreasing her standing and
influence as cne of the first powers of Europe,
The duys ol the Gorman Confederation, i jia
present form, are eévidenvly numbered,

Hounm of the Democratic organs are spaginlly
exercised beecause the Unlon party professes to
make the Constitutiona! amendiment the great
issue In the coming fall elections. 11 the Deo.
mocrats are opposed to such an lssue, all they
have to do 18 to support the nwendment, That
